2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited limitations or 
combinations of claims 1-6, 12-17, and 23 including concepts of producing a difference 
signal that corresponds to the difference between the second digital sample in the 
integer format and the first digital signal sample in the floating format and outputting the 
first code sequence and difference information corresponding to the difference signal as 
a coding result. 

The references of record also fail to teach or suggest the recited limitations of 
claims 7-11, 18-22, and 24 including the feature of combining the second digital signal 
sample in the floating-point format and the difference signal to produce a third digital 
signal sample in the floating-point format. For these reasons, claims 1-24 are allowed.
